The Judgment 


After oo short .adjournment, the 
Magistrate delivered the following 
judgment: 


In this case the defendant is 
charged ‘with frst, driving a car 
dangerously in Waterloo Road having 
regard to oll the circumstances of 
the wise, and secondly driving with- 
out due care and caution. Before 
proceeding to a review of this case 
I think jt would be better if I dis- 
tinguished the contents of these two 
offences. : 


In my opinion dangerous driving 
implies positive action, that Is doing 
nomething which ought not to be 
done, and this whether it results in 
injury or not. Examples would in- 
clude taking a blind corner at speed, 
cutting: in, driving on the right hand 
side of the road where side roads 
enter, It is driving at a.speed or in 
a manner which Js, having regard to 
ml the circumstances, dangerous or 
reckless, 


Driving, without) due care and 
caution on the other hand {s a nena- 
thve action—fnlllng to do what 
should be done. For  cxample, 
driving with one arm round a Jady 
sitting beside the driver, removing 
one's hands from the steering wheel 
givingg vague 
signals when clear ones ure essential, 
nnd not looking out for traMe, signs,

Although one of the lesser 

comprisingr . the 
Colonial Empire—if we except 
its role in-the sphere of Imperial 
defence—Hongkong can derive 
some comfort from the know-

Yes, there's more than just 
the -playing of 40 or 50. tennis 
matches and the fun and, thrill! of 
watching ‘the world’s « finest exe:

Wimbledon, It's a serious business, 
for apart from the attention needed 
for the players, there are some 15,000 
members of the public to be sntisfled. 
Everybody wants’ to see the best 
matches: everybody (except those 
with reserved seats) thinks i's high 
time the Wimbledon — authorities 
offered more free seating and stand- 
ing on the important courts: every- 
body wanls to have tea and at-the 
same time. There is always some 
problem about reserved seats swhich 
a harassed official has to 1x up, 

Yet the organisation is superb and 
it is doubtful whether anybody who 
visits Wimbledon elther to-day . or, 
during the next fortnight, will leave 
the grounds complaining, * 

And all this hustle, bustle, excite- 
ment, cheering, exultation, dis 
uppointment,’ js for what? Well 
chiefly to discover who are. the 
world's champion amateur tennis 
players. For although the Wimble- 
don championships do ‘not officially , 
carry world’s titles, they are now 
tacltly occepted as such.. And no 
wonder! The cream = of antateur 
-tennis throughout the universe, from 
Australia, New Zealand, United 
States, Japan, China,. India, Central 
Europe, is gathered together for the 
year's most intensive campaign. . To 
win a Wimbledon champlonship re- 
quires more ‘than ‘the ability to play 
first-class tennis, Onc must ‘be in 
perfect physical and mental condi- 
tion, keyed up to concert pitch every 
day for a fortnight.

Wimbicdon has most exacting de- 
mands for its competitors, and the 
finest stroke-player in the world can 
be an abject failure if he does not 
possess the other qualities of physical__ 
fitness, mental alertness, the ability 
to react properly. to the excited 
crowds, . 

That is why there is no such thing 
as a “certainty” at Wimbledon. 

This does, not mean that the ,so- 
called. “rabbits have an equal 
chance’ to the more famous players 
of winning the Wimbledon titles. 
Usually it is’ possible to pick out 
four to elght In cach event, capable 
of winning. This -has been de- 
monstratcd by the “sceding’’ com-. 
mittee which for several years now 
has gained notable successes Jn their 
selections. Rarely docs more than 
one or to of the "seeded" compcti- 
tors fall to. reach the concluding 
stages of the tournament.

Britain has developed a new sys- 
tem of camouflage called “shadow 
shading’ to hide war bombers from 
view—both from above and below. 

Under surfaces will be painted a 
special dull. black colour .cnlled 
“neni It is deslened especially 
to absorb and not reflect Hight and 
thus baile searchlight crews. 

Dark green and’ “earth,” a shade 
of brown, will be painted on the 
upper surfaces of bombers and 
Haison plan in irregular patches. 
This will blend with the varigated 
freen'and brown. of the north-west 
European countryside, making tt 
diMeult for enemy ‘fighting planes to 
distinguish the bombers trom nbove.
